The Judge said th at no definite proposition 
for a compromise on the debris question had 
yet been framed by the miners, and th at no 
specific and authoritative offer would be likely 
to be made unless asked for by the farmers. 
“ B ut,” he continued, “ knowing the temper 
iof the miners in this m atter as I do, I think 
I may tafely say this : The miners will agree 
to constiuct at their own expense a stone 
dam in the Y uba liver at the mouth of Deer 
creek, such as recommended by Colonel Men­ 
del!, and to make the dam high enough and

the farmers. 
They 
are 
willing 
to

on the dam immediately the compromise 
FUggested is made. 
They will make soch a 
dam as Mendell sayB would be certain to 
staud, and if need be would supplement it by 
brush dams lower down the liver. 
They 
would not ask as a condition precedent that 
the pendiDg debris suits be withdrawn, but 
would simply require th at the suits remain 
in statu quo until the dam or dams had been 
built and oppioved by a proper Commission 
appointed for the purpose, with the under­ 
standing th at the suits would then be dis­ 
missed. 
I do not think tbe miners would 
agree to stop work while the dams were 
building, but by beginning the construction 
of the stone dam immediately they would 
stop more debris, during say the tiist Bixty 
days thereafter, than they could put in in 
that time, and which without the dam would 
be continuously flowing down stream .” The 
foregoing has been shown to Judge Searls, 
who certifies to its correctness.

Tlie Newark ISaiin F allare. 
New Y ork, November 1st.—The World 
comments on the Newark Bank failure : The 
law which ia Scotland wss found sufficient to 
imprison the Directors of the Glasgow Bank 
amid general applause, does not seem suffi­ 
cient in this country to inflict any penalties 
on anybody except upon Baldwin himself. 
He is liable for embezzlement, the extreme 
penalty for which is imprisonment for ten 
year3. 
Nothing can be done with the D i­ 
rectors unless they were actively, and not 
passively, concerned in the robbery.

ing th at Baldwin was insane, and that his 
avowals were simply imaginings of a disor­ 
dered m ind; that the loss of the bank was 
no more than a quarter of a million. 
A R em ark ab le Case—Saveil from th e Scaf­ 
fold a t the la s t M oment. 
A bbeville (S. O.), November 1st.—Jeff. 
Davids, woo was convicted of murder here six 
years ago, was to-day acquitted and set at 
liberty. 
I t is one of the most remarkable 
cases on record. 
Davids is a negro, 70 years 
old. 
H e was convicted of the murder lí hia 
former master, an old white farmer, and has 
a maiden sister,, who lived near Indogs 
Springs, in this county. 
Tha evidence upon 
which the accused was convicted was entirely 
circumstantial, but pointed so clearly to the 
accused as the slayer as to laave little room 
to donbt his guilt. 
Since his conviction he 
mounted the scaffold five times, prepared to 
meet the 
penalty 
of 
the 
law for tbe 
alleged offense. 
On one occasion the noose 
was adjusted 
about his neck, and the 
Sheriff stood ready to pull the trap and give 
tbe fatal fall. 
Five minutes later this would 
have been accomplished, but a messenger, 
covered with dust, galloped up to the spot 
hallooing to the officers to hold on, an he 
drove the rowels into his etsed. 
The respite 
he bore from the Governor was received just 
iu the nick of time. 
Davids always per­ 
sisted in denying hi- guilt. 
He had remained 
au inmate of the juil so long th at he had 
come to like prison life. 
W hen he was ac­ 
quitted he bade the jailer a tearful farewell. 
The old man said he would rather continue 
in custody, if it would be perm itted. 
H e 
could not do so, and left with manifestations 
of regret. 
Collision o f Freight Train». 
St. L ouis, November 1st.—A collision of 
two freight trains on the Chicago and Alton 
Railroad near Carlinville, last night, caused 
the death of Charles W. Payne, a brakeman. 
Both engines are complete wrecks ; also eight 
freight cars were totally destroyed and m any 
badly damaged. 
The loss is about $40,000.

T H E LATEST WASHINGTON LUNATIC. 


The latest Washington lunatic is a doc­ 
tor who attefnpted to enter the W hite 
House in company with a seven-chambered 
revolver, and who was evidently prepared 
to kill President A rthur on the strength of 
a paper purporting to be a matter-of-fact 
autograph order from God Almighty, au­ 
thorizing the madman to take the Presi­ 
dential otlice. 
There would seem to be

appear that there is some mistake about 
th e order. 
Precisely how its authenticity 
is to be tested is a somewhat difficult m at­ 
te r to determine, for we suppose it will bo 
generally conceded that such a paper might 
be authentic. 
As however this particular 
lunatic seems to have committed the capi­ 
tal blunder oí employing an alias, th at fact 
will in ail probability be used against him 
w ith fatal effect. Meantime the President’s 
resolution to receive no applicants for ctfice 
ba3 been completely justified, and no doubt 


h e will be little disposed to infringe it here­ 
after. 
Evidently GuiteauV crime has 
caused widespread excitement among the 
mad people, an J this shows how important 
it is that G.litOlU should be well and duly 
Laaged at the earliest possible moment.

A curt local paragraph in a San Fran­ 
cisco paper yesterday recorded the l'mal 
adjournment of tho State Central Commit­ 
tee of the Workingmen’s Party of Cali­ 
fornia, by no means well er favorably 
known a3 the W . P. C. 
The committee 
decided th at “ it was useless to continue 
the head of an organization th at had nei- 
tuer body nor tail,” and so the remnant 
of the funds of the party was divided 
among the members of the State Central 
Committee — the fund was just eighty 
dollars—and an adjournment nine die was 
unanimously agreed to. 
No doubt t’r.e 
party once called the W . P. C. really 
c.ased to exist some time ago, but it is 
only now that it ¿as relinquished its for­ 
mal hold upon life, and has recognized the 
fact of its disintegration. 
It vas a sin­ 
gular phenomenon w hila it lasted, and it 
may be worth while to recall attention to 
it a moment before it passes into utter 
oblivioL. 
Let us remember that the W . 
P. C. was ostensibly a movement c-n the 
part of the working classes to regenerate 
California, 
which 
their 
leaders 
as- 
eumed 
to 
be 
meat 
wofully 
op­ 
pressed 
and 
plnndered 
by 
the 
old political parties, and by every corpora­ 
tion considerable enough to invite the 
attacks of demagogues. 
We do not intend 
to recapitulate ths history of ihe W . P. 
C , for it has baca told even to weari­ 
ness. 
I t is, however, always in order to 
point to the fact that every prornire of this 
sham reform party was broken ; that all 
its vociferous propositions ended in noise ; 
that it never did anything but to give of­ 
fices to a liaudful of slippery impostors 
who were base enough to traffic upon the 
measureless folly and gullibility of the 
ignorant creatures who composed the rank 
aud file of the organization ; that all its 
drillings aud marchings, and 
sand-lot 
spouting3 and frothing?, died away in 
sheer vacuity; that its whilom leader, 
I)sni3 Kearney, was almost the ODly roan 
connected with it v.ho really made it serve 
au intelligible purpose, for he did succeed 
in feathering his neat quite comfortably. 
The movement from beginning to end 
was an exotie. 
I t inflicted great and 
widespread injury upon this .State, and 
especially upon San Francisco. 
It wae re­ 
garded elsewhere as a serious revolutionary 
assault upon society, and so it appeared to 
be. 
I t was outside the limits of American 
politics, and was characterized by juei the 
same lawleeí and wild and extravagant 
proceedings 
aud 
propositions 
as have 
marked the Land League doings in Ire­ 
land. 
In fact it wa3 a thoroughly Irish 
movement, and its end is of the samo 
kind. 
The peculiarity of this kind of 
agitition is the intense and passionate hos­ 
tility exhibited, not merely towards bad 
laws, but towards all lav s. 
From the W. 
P. C. standpoint, as from the Land League 
standpoint, everything th a t ran counter 
to the wildest and most outrageous projects 
of the organization was looked upon as 
“ tyrannical” and 
“ oppressive.” 
The 
right to trample upon all laws, to insult all 
classes, to import the mostavantoubrutality 
of speech into discussion, to make the 
most truculent threats, to advocate arson 
and m uider and pillage and general divi­ 
sion cf property—was assumed to be 
among the inalienable privileges of the 
freeman under all circumstances. 
The 
theory upon which the whole movement- 
proceeded was hi fact so entirely foreign 
and strange that the American part of the 
community did not know w hat to make of 
it, and never could be sure whether it was a 
burlesque or a serious busines3. 
There ¡3 no doubt that though it 
proved ultimately to be a burlesque, it 
bad very seriou3 consequences for a time. 
For not being understood, it was regarded 
as evidencing the general barbarism of Cali­ 
fornia society, and the world for a con­ 
siderable period classed us with the South 
American sliam republics, as a people in­ 
capable ef 
self-government, 
fluctuating 
between demagogue tyrants of different 
but equally disreputable parties. 
This was 
unfortunate, aud it hu3 had very mis­ 
chievous results, economically and finan­ 
cially. 
For nothing of this, however, did 
the Y\r. P. C. care. Its distinguishing feat­ 
ure was its defiant irresponsibility. I t wai 
apparently quite v.illing to wreck the State 
for the sake of having its “ divarshun.” 
It looked upon the whole proceedings 
much a3 upon a “ faction fight,” and 
cared more for hitting all the heads it saw 
than for inquiring to whom they belonged. 
It has been alleged sometimes that the 
\V. P. C. had something to- do with the 
passage of the new Constitution. 
That, 
however, is a mistake. 
The adoption of 
the new Constitution was unhappily the 
work of American voters. 
The W . P. C 
bad not enough stamina to engage ia so 
grave a m atter as that, though it was pre­ 
pared to indorse anything th at overthrew 
all the existing arrangements. 
I t has passed like a comet over the 
face of State politics, and is gone. 
It 
accomplished 
nothing 
beyond 
an ex­ 
posure of the utter humbug of all its 
own propositions a u l pretenses. 
It made 
thinking men uneasy because it was an 
ugly proof of the extent 
of 
popular 
ignorance, and also of the impossibility of 
reasoning with the kind of 
ignorance 
available for siAh agitations. 
The IV. P. 
O. went doggedly oa to suicide, through a 
series of follies which should have opened 
the eyes of any men who had the intel­ 
lectual capacities of average school-chil- 
drcn. 
Yet nothing disillusionized thorn 
until the farca was played out, aud there 
being no further use for them they found 
that the gas was being turned oat, as a 
gentle hint that they should disperse. 
The history of the agitation shows how 
c-asy it still is to get up a thoroughly 
spurious yet fervidly enthusiastic political 
movement, by dexterous appeals to the 
lowest political stratum ; and 
it also 
shows th at the only way to keep this 
lowest stratum from getting into mischief 
is to keep it continually engaged in the 
political work of organizations which derive 
their importance, their character, and 
their principal support, from American 
sources. 
For the W. P. C., now happily 
no more, was a shocking example of what 
an ^xotic movement ia sure to come to, 
no m atter what its pretenses.

Items of Interest from the Me­ 
tropolis 


SM ALL-POX 
AND 
QUARANTINE, 


The State Board of Health has been dis­ 
cussing the means of preventing the spread 
of small-pox in the State, and proposes 
that the immigrant trains shall be stopped 
at or near the American river bridge, and 
there examined by a surgeon before they 
are allowed to come aDy further. 
We do 
not understand this proposition. 
It ap­ 
pears to us perfectly obvious that if a se­ 
rious effort is to be made to prevent the in­ 
troduction of small-pox the proper place to 
begin ia at the State line. 
Trnckee, and 
not Sacramento, ought to be the stopping 
place, and-it ¡3 there th at the quarantine 
ground should be established if there is to 
be one. 
But under any' possible arrange­ 
ments it is a very difficult thing to cheek 
a disease which is being propagated by 
immigration. 
If, us Í3 alleged, small-pox is 
being brought from Chicago, 
tha c-m­ 
igrant cars 
themselves 
must 
become 
sources 
of 
infection, 
and 
the 
conta­ 
gion may be carried a3 
far 
as 
the 
cars go, no m atter how many sick people 
a~e taken from them cn route. 
Tho only 
way to deal effectually with the case would 
be to quarantine every car in which a siu. 
gle case cf the disease had been diacov- 
ered, and keep it until thorough disinfec­ 
tion had been accomplished. 
This, how­ 
ever, would perhaps 
result in serious 
embarrassment, and it is very doubtful 
whether either the Central Pacific Com­ 
pany or the State are prepared for all that 
such a plan would involve. 
It may fur­ 
ther be questioned whether the whole 
quarantine project is not proposed too late. 
I t was stated at the recent meeting of the 
State Board of Health that the disease has 
already appeared in four counties. 
If that 
is the case, it may not be possible to iso­ 
late it. 
The case, however, recalls pub­ 
lic attention to the need of a State quaran­ 
tine system which has always existed, and 
which will become the more im portant as 
new transcontinental routes are completed.

The Newark Bank failure adds one more 
to the long catalogue of defaulting bank 
cashiers who have abo been managers. 
Baldwin appears to have had the confi­ 
dence of his Board of Directors as com­ 
pletely as Ralston had in the Bank of 
California. 
Baldwin wa3 not a second 
Ralston, however. 
He appears to have 
been a pious person, a church deacon and 
trustee, and generally speaking cnc of 
those “ social pillars ” to whom tho old 
women of both sexes look up. 
W hat the 
true explanation of his connection with the 
Nugent3 is, evidently remains to be told. 
A t present Baldwin ¡3 declaring that the 
Nugents 
ruined the b an k ; 
th at they 
once persuade i him to lend them money 
without securities, and that they then 
threatened him with the exposure of this 
irregularity unless he consented to repeat 
it. 
He says that the 
Nugents drew 
i'd,000,000 in this way. 
The Nugents 
themselves 
own 
th at 
they 
owe 
the 
bank some $200,000. 
There is plainly 
a great deal cf lying being done between 
the culprits, but it is at all events certain 
that about $2,400,000 has been spirited 
away, and that the Mechanics’ National 
Bank cf Newark, for half a century' re­ 
garded as one of the strongest of institu­ 
tions, is bankrupted. 
The most probable 
explanation of the m atter seems to be that 
Baldwin and Nugent have been speculat­ 
ing together, and with the funds of the 
bank. 
Baldwin ha3 made a very super­ 
fluous admission cf his own flagrant dis­ 
honesty, adding to his confession the gra­ 
tuitous folly of declaring th at he would 
have killed himself had ire not been a cow­ 
ard. 
As the case stauds neither his life 
nor his death can affect the situation, but 
it is none the le3S certain th at suicide un­ 
der such circumstances is always the most 
cowardly course a man can take.

Attempt to Eave tho Trial Put Off—Tbe 
Attorney-General Resists It. 


A t 10 A M. yesterday in the Snpenor Court 
the case of The People vs. The Gold Run 
Ditch and Mining Company (a fclickens hy­ 
draulic case) was to come on lor trial before 
Judge Jackson Temple, Superior Judge cf 
Sonoma county. At that time, however, the 
parties were not ready to be heard, except 
the Attorney-General, and by agreement the 
ca.-e was put over until 2 r. m. A t that hour 
Judge Temple called the case for trial, ard 
there appeared for the people Attorney- 
General Hart, and for the county of Sacra­ 
mento George Cadwalader. No appearance 
was made for the defendants, and the cr.uusel 
on plaintiff’s ride—except the Attorney-Gen 
eral and Mr Cadwalader— were absent. Judge 
Templa sai 1 that he had received letters from 
Judge Wallace c-n one tide and Judge Rhodes 
on tbs other, suggesting that the case would 
not ba ready h r trial, as some matters of 
pleading m uit first be disposed of—a demur­ 
rer and a motion to strike cut—and that they 
c mid be submitted and argument had in San 
Francisco. 
Attorney-General H art said that he under­ 
stood there were t > be efforts made to secure 
a continuance ef the case. 
He should op- 
pcee them. He thought it best to state 
briefly the history of the case. Some time 
ago he had been petitioned by Mr. C’adwal- 
ader, as attorney for Sacramento county, for 
the exercise of the right to commence actions 
in the came of the Poople_ against hydraulic 
miners, and to secure the issuance of_ injunc­ 
tions against them. 
The first action was 
that of the People against the Miocene Min­ 
ing Company. He had then stated that he 
would allow but one action to be commerced, 
believing that the issues could be determined 
in one case. 
Many of his constituents^ are, 
ia good faith, carrying on hydraulic mining— 
what they believed to be a lawful business. 
Many of his constituents were opposed in inter­ 
est to that system of mining, as, it was urged, it 
worked their property irreparable damage. In 
the commencement of many actions he might 
precipitate a quarrel between sections which 
would be of injury to the whole State, and 
last for years. He had then said that if the 
action a as transferred to the Federal Courts 
for trial he would aliow one other .suit 
to 
be commenced. 
The C036 
was 
so 
transferred, and he then permitted the 
present action to be brougut. A t that 
time he rent a letter to Mr. Cadwalader, 
which had been published in the R ecord 
U n ion, telling him that it was desirable the 
action should be pushed to its end, to deter­ 
mine as speedily as possible the issues be­ 
tween the farmers and the miners, and he 
should demand and expect that the farmers 
be ready for trial when the miners were 
ready. To make it of interest to the latter 
to get ready he notified them that if any 
cteus were made merely for delay—if dila­ 
tory measures were adopted, with a view of 
staving off the trial—he would go into the 
Courts to secure injunctions against every 
hydraulic mine in the State. 
In this way he 
had hoped to make it interesting to both 
parties to get ready, and to bring the action 
to trial at the earliest possible date. He met 
the attorneys for the minen’, when they pro­ 
posed to come to trial provided agreement 
iw to certain matters could be had. That 
agreement was arrived at without airy delay— 
immediately, indeed. He then notified tl’.6m 
to get ready f >r trial, and both parties had no­ 
tice to bring the ca-.e oa rpeedily. That was 
some months ago. Oa the 16th of September, 
1891, he secured from the miners’ attorneys a 
stipulation providing that the case should bo 
set down for trial at a date not earlier than 
thirty 
day3 
from 
that 
day. 
The 
matter was 
then 
distinctly understood, 
and he announced his intention to have it 
fixed fcr about the 25th of October. The 
matter of setting a day came up before 
Judge Denson, who, because of some demur on 
the part of some of the attorneys, fixed the 
case for trial November 1st, with the distinct 
announcement then made, in refusing a longer 
continuance, that the parties must be ready 
for trial on that day. W hat preparations 
the 
attorneys then made, 
he, the At- 
t rney-Geceral, did not know, but 
he 
knew that, with proper diligence, there 
had 
been 
ample 
time 
to 
get ready 
and prepare for the trial. 
Subsequent­ 
ly 
Judge 
Wallace, for 
the 
miners, 
wrote to him, desiring that the case be put 
over and set for a later date. He at once 
wrote, replying that he could net consent, 
and refusing to stipulate for a later d te. 
Again, tart week he received a communica­ 
tion while at Colusa from Judge Wallace, 
asking for a continuance, and again he re­ 
fused. 
He had also conveyed the same in­ 
formation to Judge Rhodes, for the farmers. 
So they all knew the fact. Mr. Cadwalader 
consulted with him, the Attorney-General, 
and said he could not get ready before the 
10th of November. He replied to Mr. Cad­ 
walader that" he thought he could, and if need 
be, he’d ask the Governor to direct the State 
Engineer’s force to aid in any way needed. 
He went to tho Governor and made the re­ 
quest, and his Excellency consented. Mr. 
Cadwalader now told him that he understood 
that the order to the State Engineer was to 
be given to him, Mr. Cadwalader. In that 
he wa3 mistaken. A t least Mr. Cadwalader 
knew that he refused all appeals for a contin­ 
uance. Judge Rhodes knew that he had re­ 
fused aLo. 
In all this matter he had no 
I artisan feeling. 
He recognized the fact that 
the miners have rights at stake ; a light to be 
heard; that the farmers have rights at issue, 
and 
a 
right 
to 
be 
heard, 
and he 
only wish-cl both to coma 
before 
the 
Court and enter upon tho determination 
of them, a proceeding which at the best will 
be long enough before a final determination 
is reached. He cid not propose to allow 
attorneys for either'fanners or miners to use 
the name of the people of the State of Cali­ 
fornia in litigation on any mere theory ; but 
they must come ready with their facts and 
able to establish them if they can. Their 
neglect to prepare now is a dhourtesy to tha 
office he filled. 
While this case was ia Crurt 
he proposed to manage 
it, and he had 
not authorized either attorneys for miners 
or farmers 
to stipulate away anything 
in the name of the people, nor would he do 
so. 
He liai heard some stipulations had 
b?er. agreed upon ; he had authorized none. 
He w.is ready for trial. 
He proposed to 
manage it, and he wanted the case to go to 
tri.il then. The witnesses were easily had, 
and in pleuty. He asked that the case go to 
trial at one-’. He desired the defense by the 
miners and the prosecution by the fjrmers 
to be uncrippled by ar.y possible technicali­ 
ties of pleadiDg, and to prevent the cise 
going off on any side issues of that kind ; and 
to 
enable 
tha 
miners 
to 
prove 
all 
that they 
desire, as 
set 
out ia the 
pleadings, 
he 
would consent that 
the 
dttnarrer 
to 
the answer be 
overruled 
pro forma and be heard at any timo during 
tbe trial; or that it be withdrawn and let 
demurrer be takeu to the proofs. To the 
same end he would consent that his motion 
to strike out parts of the answer b9 overruled 
pro forma, and he heard at any time during 
the tria l; or that it be withdrawn. Tiius 
these things that have been made stumbling- 
blocks to the trial should be removed. 
Mr. Cadwalader here interrupted 
the 
Attorney-General and asked if ho charged 
him with attempt! g to put tbe ca3e ever? 
Mr. H art replied, “ I don’t siy so. You 
desired it postponed to the 10th of Novem­ 
ber.” 
Mr. Cadwalader then said that whenever 
the case is ready for trial he would be at ihe 
bar of the Court to engage in the trial. 
Mr. H art—“ Let us set it for trial next 
Monday, thee. Set it, or I’d dismiss the ac­ 
tion.” 
. 
Mr. Cadwalader—“ The engineers are now 
in the rivers making their survey.” He added 
that he “ didn’t know there was to be a eon 
tinuance of the case ’till pretty close to last 
Saturday.” He had made an engagement to 
bo at Red Bluff. He had a case to try there, 
and he had but eix minutes now in which to 
catch the train. He desired the Court to ex­ 
cuse him. 
Mr. H art again asked that the case be set 
for a day certain. 
Mr. Cadwalader—“ Any day you say,” and 
at this peint Mr. Cadwalader bowed hi3 ex­ 
cuses and left the Court-room. 
Mr. H art then read the stipulation as to 
sitting the case for trial. He added that he 
load been constantly beset with requests to 
bring actions in the name of the State and 
stop ail hydraulic mining interests in the 
State. He had refused, because he did not 
deem it right by multiplicity of actions to 
precipitate conflict» out of which no good can 
result; but he resolved to get a test case to 
tria'. He had even resolved to ask tbe Su­ 
preme Court to sit specially to hear it when 
the case was ready for it. He saw no reason for 
delay: certainly he should allow no one ¿o 
stipulate for delay ia the name of the State. 
Three months ago this stipulation he had 
read was agreed upon, and subsequently 
made. I t is nearly ten years eince this kind 
of litigatim began, and there is no reason for. 
still further delay. If the defendant’s attor­ 
neys are not in Court next Monday he ex­ 
pected to go on and try the case* 
Judge Temple said he had not come here 
agreeable to the stipulation which recited 
that the case should be tried before him. He 
had no desire to volunteer to try any case. 
He was sitting now by order of the Governor 
of the State. Last Friday be received a com­ 
munication from Judge 55 all ace f r the de­ 
fence, and Judge Rhodes for the people, in 
which it was said that neither would be ready 
for trial, and suggesting that there was uo 
need for him to come to Sacramento Novem­ 
ber 1st. 
He replied that he was ordered to 
come here c-n that day, and he thought it 
best to obey and commence doiiig something 
in the case. He. had thought there would be 
no trial, but that there would be a pro forma 
submission of the demurrer and motion to 
strike out, which would thereafter be argued 
ia San Francisco. I t had been suggested to 


him that the demurrer would dispose of the 
issues in the case. 
Of course he knew noth­ 
ing about it. 
He had cot euppoeed that 
there was any lack of accord between the at­ 
torneys representing the same side. 
The Attorney• General here called the at­ 
tention cf the Court to tho fact that lie is 
attorney of record, and had control of the 
case, and that the other gentlemen are “ of 
co:m-&l.” He then withdrew the demurrer 
to the arswer and the motion t« strike out. 
The Conrt suggested that it might be well 
to give plenty of time to all to get ready and 
pltce the date of trial two weeks hence. 
Mr. H art said there were pleuty of wit­ 
nesses iu Sacramento county for the pur­ 
poses of the trial, and all could bs earily had. 
Put it off six months and it would be the 
same thing. He proposed to try it early, or 
dismiss it. 
The Court said, there being no appearance 
for defendants, ho must fix the case, on the 
motion cf tho People 3nd at the request of 
the Attorney-G'-neral he set the case down 
for trial for Tuesday next. 


CITY FREE LIBRARY. 


The Board of Trustees of the City Free 
Library held a meeting at their office ia the 
Library tuilding last evening. There were 
present W. C. Fi'cb, K. 5V.

The Newark Bank O leaster. 
\ew York, November 1st.—The People’s 
P.infe has a claim Against the Newark Me­ 
chanics’ Bank for $29,009 and the Com Lx- 
chango one of $12,000 A gentlemen well 
posted ia fiuances ssvs Wall street knew of 
the condition of the Newark Bank a month 
ago.Washington, November 1st.—Controller 
of the Currency Knox s&ya that he will ap­ 
point receivers for the Mechanics’ National 
Bank of Newark to-morrow. In the mean­ 
time the bank will remain in charge of Ex­ 
aminer Shelley, of New York, and of M. L. 
Price, of New jersey. 
Nnw Y ork, November 1st,—No failures 
are expected on account of the Mechanics’ 
National Bank faiiure in Newark. 
N ew Y ork, November 1st.—In the wreck 
of the Mechanics’ National Bank of Newark, 
what strikes business men as strange is that 
the Directors first and the Bank Examiner 
next should never have thought it worth 
while to verify the statement of Cashier Bald­ 
win that the bank had over $2,000,000 on de­ 
posit at the New York agency. An attempt 
to verify this would have exploded the decep­ 
tion at once, and it is ¡Jugular that when 
thera was an item of this kind, abcut fire 
times the amount of capital, no verification 
was made. There is as yet no reason for be­ 
lieving the rumor that some of the Directors 
knew more about the matter than they now 
admit. Baldwin stated to the District At­ 
torney that ho received one per cent, com­ 
mission from Nugent for negotiating his pa­ 
per and taking charge of his banking business. 
Co .Dsel for Baldwin says he believed his 
client would be enabled to prove ths truth of 
all he had Baid in his confession with regard 
to the transactions of Nugent & Co. with 
the bank. It is already ascertained that 
during August, September and October the 
firm had drawn from the bank nearly 
$5(0,000. He thought the figures stood 
about $476,000. With such drafts as this it 
would not taku loag to draw out $2,000,000. 
Of cour. e there had been some money paid 
into the bank by Nugent it Co., but the pay­ 
ments did not reach fifty per cent.'of the 
drafts. 
Counsel for Nugeut said he would bo able 
to show that Baldwin’s confession was false. 
Nugent & Co. had not drawn any such 
anivu t as S ’00,090 in excess of credits, and 
he doubted even if the tutee» would be rne- 
tenth cf that amount. The firm was making 
up from its own bovk a statement of moneys 
paid io and drawn out of the bank for a num­ 
ber of years past, and this, he thought, would 
offset the bank’s figures. C. Nugent & Co. 
have not made an assignment, nor do they 
intend to do so. 
l he story that the bank was to be a pre­ 
ferred creditor was also an error. At present 
it was the intention of Nugent & Co. to re­ 
main still and abide events, when it would be 
found that the people have been misled as to 
the way the money iiad gone. When in­ 
formed that the bank claimed that C. Nugent 
& Co. had drawn nearly 5500,000 the past 
three months, counsel said the firm, which 
employed mill hands day and night, would 
have a large pay-roll, and that alone was over 
$500,000 a month. Then there wa3 material 
to be rurcnased and other expensee. But it 
was not likely that there would bs cash re­ 
ceipts to counterbalance this large expend­ 
iture. 
All the money received went 
into the Mechanics’ Bank. The fact of the 
whole affair is that Baldwin was finar eis! 
macagsr of the firm, and had been for about 
eight years. Neither Christopher nor any 
other Nugent was a financier, or claimed to 
be, and Baldwin had a power of attorney to 
fill up signed notes and checks. How easy it 
would be for him to fill up such notes and 
place them among the bank's papers in de­ 
positing the receipts of the firm to their 
credit. The pass-bo. k would show ihe notes 
as deposits, and the firm knew nothing 
about it. 
A friend of Cashier Baldwin said he was 
with him the day Garfield was buried, and 
heard the former a-U C. Nogont for money. 
Nugent said he had a large quantity of mate­ 
ria! made up, and would soon be enabled to 
pay in about $500,000. This ha thought was 
evidence that Nugent knew that his account 
had D9en overdrawn a large amount. Bold win 
was very pale when he spoke ts Nugeut, as if 
suffering from great anxiety. 
Bhineas Jones, one of the bondsmea for 
Baldwin, was in a batter frame of mind this 
afternoon. He said he could not tell now 
who were on the bond with himself, as it was 
so long age, and he had had no previous 
cause to think over the matter. 
Ha 
supposed he would have to make good the 
amount of his bond (320,090), and he wa3 
gia-i it was not mure, as it might easily have 
been, such was hid confidence in Baldwin’s 
integrity. 
Baldwin was practically raised in the bank. 
He was spoken of by everybody—President, 
Secretary and Tellers—as “ Oscar,” and 
everything was referred to him. Said one 
Director : “ Baldwin made semi-weekly visits 
to Wall street, and it is more than probable 
that eight or nine-tenths of the sum which 
he abstracted from the bank were sunk in 
stock speculations.” 
Mineral lands on Military Reservations. 
W ashington, November 1st—In April 
last an order was 'ssued by President Garfield 
setting apart from public lands ;he military 
reservation of Fort Maginnis, Montana Ter­ 
ritory. Certain miners alleged that mineral 
was discovered and a camp established by 
the n on land included in the reservation sev­ 
eral months prior to the location of the post 
by the military authorities, and appealed to 
the Secretary of the Interior for information 
whether they could hold the mines and sur­ 
face ground connected therewith, though they 
be on the reservation, and whether mineral 
land cm Id be located and patented on a mil­ 
itary reservation after the establishment of 
the reservation. 
The Attorney-General was requested for an 
opinion on the following questions : First— 
Whether or not mineral lands reserved from 
sale, under Section 2318 of the Revised Sta'- 
utrs of the United States, can be reserved for 
military purposts by order of the President ? 
Second—Where mineral lands are included 
within the limits of a military reservation, 
arc cuch lands open to exploration and pur­ 
chase under Section 2319 of the Revised 
Statutes? Third—Where an inchoate title 
to mineral lauds has been acquired, and such 
lauds have subsequently been included within 
a military reservation, can a tit[e to said 
mineral lands be perfected by a private 
O CüiT? 
Attorney-General MscVeagh, in his rpir.- 
iou, says: "From an early period in the 
history of the Government it has been the 
practice of the Pi evident to order from time 
to time, as the exigencies of the public service 
required, parcels of land belonging to the 
•United States to bo reserved from sale and 
se: apart fur pubiifc use. The authority of 
the President in this respect is recognized in 
numerous acts of Congress, as broad enough 
to include mineral iacds belonging to the 
public domain, at least while they rom sin 
uu fractured by private right acquired under 
the laws relating thereto. This necessarily 
involves a negativa answer t) the second 
question, siaca after public lands have once 
bs-a lawfully resei vad by the President for 
pub i? uses, they became severed from the 
public domain, and are therefore cot subject 
to occupation arid purchase under the gen­ 
eral law.” 
In answer to the third question, he says: 
“ Congress has recognized the possessory 
rights of these miners, as contained among 
themselves, by rules that have become laws 
in mining districts, as mining lands, as recog­ 
nized by Congress, are property of great 
value. Very large amounts are invested in 
mines, the ownership of which rests solely 
upon the possessory right referred to, and it 
seems where such right has attached to min­ 
eral lend in favor of lode mining claims, 
the land, during the coDtinuai.ee of the 
claim, that is to say, so long as it maintains 
an accordance wltli the laws, becomes by the 
force of the mining laws (appropriate to 
the specific purpose), namely, the develop­ 
ment and woikiog of the mine located, and 
unle s Congress otherwise provides, it can­ 
not, while that right existe, notwithstanding 
the title thereto remains in the Government, 
be set apart by the Executive for public uses. 
If, then, the porsesscry right of ndaers in the 
cose under considerate n was full and eom- 
plele previous to the establishment of the 
military reservation of Fort Magincis, I am 
cf opinion, in conclusion, that their claim 
within the limits of the reservation was with­ 
out authority of law and could not legally 
divest them of euch right or of further right 
(on compliance with the requirements of the 
statutes concerning the issue of patents for 
mining claims) to acquire title to the land.” 
Ex-Ccvornor Hendricks* Senatorial Ca­ 
reer. 
Madison (Ind.), November 1st. — The 
Ecating Courier contains a retrospect by ex­ 
Governor Thom.-n A. Hendricks of his Sena­ 
torial career. Hendricks regards Beverly 
Johnson as tha ablest lawyer in the Senate 
during his term. Charles Sumner succeeded 
in hs-ving more of his views embodied in the 
laws of the country than any other man. 
McDougal, of California, excelled all the re-t 
in gen,-like speeches, made on the spur of the 
momsut. Henry S. Lore, of Indians, had 
few mperiors as an orator. Governor Grimes, 
of Iowa, wan as puro a man as ever 
entered public life. 
CoLlamer, of Ver­ 
mont, was remarkable ior hia ingenuity 
in debate. Anthony never _ gave offense 
to any one, and wss highly successful. 
Burk'daw was a debiter of rare force, and 
produced, during tha stress of bis Senatorial 


duties, the ablest book on "M inority Repre­ 
sentation.” Garrett Davis was the most 
fearless debater he ever saw, but was not al­ 
ways consistent. Doolittle of Wisconsin was 
one of the finest of orators. Fessenden of 
Maine was the ablest Senator his State has 
produced. He never left a point unanswered, 
and was tho readiest man in the body. John 
P. Hale was brilliant, but not studious. John 
Sherman was always prepared for aclioD. 
Governor Morton was an able leader, but ex­ 
treme in his expressions. Strength and earn- 
estcess were hi3 peculiarities. 
Why Southern W ar Ronds are Being 
Rought. 
W ashington, November 1st.—There have 
been several applications at the Treasury 
Department recently by persons who wish to 
make contracts to collect for the Government 
the balance remaining in the Bank of Eng­ 
land to the credit of the defunct Confederate 
States. Agar, of Washington, has a con­ 
tract of this kind made with Secretary Sher­ 
man, but this contract expired last Septem­ 
ber, and Agar failed to get the money. He 
said this money was deposited in some pe­ 
culiar manner and controlled by five Trus­ 
tees, who now collect tha interest annually, 
and that Jeff. Davis and Judah P. Benjamin 
are two of these Trustees. It is with the 
hope of getting this money that English cap­ 
italists are buying Confederate bonds, and 
Benjamin has been retained by these capi­ 
talista as their lawyer, and he thinks he can 
recover the money in payment of Confederate 
bonds.

Solicitor Raynor, of the Treasury, intends 
to call the British Government’s attention to 
the money, with a view of recovering it for 
the United States.

Lieutenant Flipper’s Trial. 
F ort Davis (Texas), November 1st.—The
